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Deadline 
set for 
doctor’s 
plea deal

PAINTSVILLE - A former 
Paintsville doctor has until Friday to 
finalize a possible plea deal in his 
federal drug case. 

Dr. Rano Bofill’s attorney filed a 
motion Jan. 28 asking for an exten- 
sion of the deadline for attorneys to 
file a notice of “intent to enter his 
plea.” 

The court had previously set Jan. 
17 as the deadline to file such a 
notice, the attorney, Mark S. Mur- 
phy of Louisville, said in the motion. 

“As this deadline approached, 
the parties continued to negotiate 
the proposed plea agreement and 
negotiations are nearly complete,” 
Murphy’s motion said. “A brief 
extension should provide the time 
for the parties to reach a final agree- 
ment on the specifics of the pro- 
posed plea agreement.” 

U.S. Magistrate Judge Edward 
B . Atkins granted the motion and set 
the new deadline for Feb. 7. 

Bofill was a doctor at the now- 
closed Care More Pain Manage- 
ment, which was owned by Tammy 
Cantrell and Shelby Lackey. All 
three were indicted in September 
2012 on federal charges of conspir- 
ing to distribute and unlawfully dis-

Another suit 
in jail death

PIKEVILLE - The plaintiffs in 
a federal lawsuit filed over the death 
of a Floyd County Detention Center 
inmate has filed a complaint claim- 
ing a doctor was responsible for the 
man’s death. 

Floyd County, former Jailer Rog- 
er Webb and others filed the third- 
party complaint Monday in U.S. 
District Court at Pikeville against 
Dr. Robert A. Hess. 

Amber Griffith, administratrix of 
the estate of Joey L. Griffith, filed 
the suit in 2013 against Floyd Coun-

Report: Most students not 
prepared for kindergarten

FRANKFORT — Most students entering kinder- 
garten in Lawrence, Johnson, Floyd and Martin 
counties were not prepared for their work, according 
to a report released last week. 

The results of the first statewide implementation 
of the common Kindergarten Readiness Screener 
show that 51 percent of children statewide who 
entered kindergarten were not ready for their work. 

In the Big Sandy region, most kindergarten stu- 
dents in the Lawrence, Johnson, Floyd and Martin 
school districts were unprepared, while the majority 
of students in the Paintsville Independent district 
were prepared, the results show. 

In the Lawrence County district, 65.4 percent of 



kindergarten students were unprepared. 

A breakdown of individual schools shows that 
68.8 percent of kindergarten students at Blaine Ele- 
mentary, 70.5 percent at Fallsburg Elementary and 
63.2 percent at Louisa West were not prepared for 
their work. 

The statistics show that 55.8 percent of students 
in the Johnson County School District were unpre- 
pared, although the majority of kindergartners at 
three schools were ready for their work — 53.7 
percent at Highland Elementary, 52.4 percent at 
Porter Elementary and 51 percent at W.R. Castle. 

The report says that 67.6 percent of the students 
at Central Elementary, 59.6 percent at Flat Gap 
Elementary and 87.5 percent at Meade Memorial

VanHoose is survived by his wife, Wendi John- 
son VanHoose, who is director of Paintsville Tour- 
ism, and two sons, Eric Scott VanHoose and Jacob 
Lathan Chaney; and his father, Harry Thomas Van- 
Hoose.

Jobless 
rates 
down 
in region

FRANKFORT — Jobless rates 
dropped in the Big Sandy Area 
Development and rose in the FIV- 
CO district in December, according 
to state statistics released last week. 

The Big Sandy ADD’s unem- 
ployment rate decreased from 11 
percent in November to 10.8 percent 
in December, while the FIVCO dis- 
trict’s rate increased from 8.4 per- 
cent to 8.8 percent during the same 
period. 

Johnson County reported the 
lowest rate in the Big Sandy district 
at 9.3 percent and Magoffin County 
had the highest at 15.6 percent, 
which was also the state’s second 
highest rate. 

Other Big Sandy rates were 10.5 
percent each in Martin and Pike 
counties, and 10.9 percent in Floyd 
County. 

Lawrence and Carter counties 
each had the FIVCO ADD’s highest 
rate at 10.5 percent, while Boyd 
County recorded the lowest at 7.4 
percent. 

Other rates in the FIVCO district 
were 8 .5 percent in Greenup County 
and 10.1 percent in Elliott County. 

The statewide jobless rate in 
December was 7.4 percent, down 
from the 7.8 percent reported in 
November. 

Woodford County recorded the 
lowest jobless rate in the state at 5.5 
percent. It was followed Fayette 
County, 5.6 percent; Scott County, 
5.7 percent; Daviess County, 5.8 
percent; Oldham County, 5.9 per- 
cent; Boone, Shelby, Union and 
Warren counties, 6 percent each; 
and Caldwell, Franklin, Madison, 
Simpson and Spencer counties, 6.1 
percent each. 

Leslie County recorded the 
state’s highest unemployment rate 
— 15.7 percent. It was followed by 
Magoffin County; Harlan County, 
15.1 percent; Letcher County, 14.6 
percent; Knott County, 13.7 percent; 
Bell County, 13.1 percent; McCrea- 
ry County, 12.9 percent; Jackson 
County, 12.8 percent; and Perry and 
Wolfe counties, 12.2 percent each. 

Unemployment statistics are 
based on estimates and are compiled 
to measure trends rather than actu- 
ally to count people working. Civil-

Martin Co. court holds meeting

INEZ - Martin County Soil Con- 
servation District representative 
Tom Dials updated the Martin Coun- 
ty Fiscal Court Thursday on activi- 
ties that the district has been involved 
with, and the court accepted the 
budgets for the clerk’s and sheriff’s 
offices. 

During his presentation, Dials 
talked about a breakfast the district 
held for principals throughout the 
county at which they educated them 



on the benefits of arts and writing 
programs and Envirothon. 

“Each student in the county is 
provided with an informational tab- 
loid to help with an arts and writing 
contest,” Dials said. “Tierra Whitt, a 
junior at Sheldon Clark High School, 
won at the state level in the Essay 
contest placing first out of the 17 
counties that make up Area 8 and 
will be attending the awards ceremo- 
ny in Frankfort on Feb. 27. In every 
elementary school, we’ve had 100 
percent participation, and this year, 
the high school participated and 
Whitt won.” 



Dials talked about the arts and 
writing contest awards banquet, say- 
ing this was the largest turnout the 
district had seen and that certificates, 
trophies, plaques and T-shirts were 
given out as well as cash awards to 
the teachers of the winning students 
and to the schools with 100 percent 
participation. 

Dials also talked about the King 
Fisher Trail, where the district tries 
to have two or three activities a year, 
and said they contribute $500 to help

with the upkeep. 

Dials also said the district 
provides annual donations to 
the Retired Teachers Memo- 
rial, project graduation and 
the Martin County Public 
Library Summer Reading pro- 
gram, participate in the Octo- 
ber Harvest Festival, the seed- 
ing program, provides cross- 
bow herbicide free to the 
public, participate in the win- 
ter wheat program, provide 
wildlife seed, provide state 
cost share information to the 
public and participate in 
career day, earth day and open 
house for all the schools. 

The conservation district 
is also involved with a conser- 
vation education program for 
the county’s fourth grade stu- 
dents , maintains a good work- 
ing relationship with the Nat- 
ural Resource Conservation 
Service, and also works with 
the UK Extension Office pro- 
viding a seminar for farmers 
and the public on no-till farm- 
ing. Pollination and state and 
federal programs are also 
available, he said. 

Dials also told the court 
that the conservation district 
is interested in a program 
called Fire Wise and that they 
are also interested in recy- 



cling. 

“We applied for a $7,500 
grant, but we got turned down 
and we are going to apply for 
it again,” Dials said. “Law- 
rence County has a program, 
and we’re going to go down 
and look at it. We would like 
to have them establish them at 
the dump stations and for that, 
we are looking at $10,000- 
$15,000 a box.” 

“We travel to conferences 
and we hear what goes on 
across the state,” Martin 
County Judge Executive Kel- 
ly Callaham said. “You are 
doing a great job.” 

Martin County sheriff’s 
office deputy Dacia Preece 
Sweeney presented the sher- 
iff’s 2014 budget, and County 
Clerk Carol Sue Mills pre- 
sented the court with a copy 
of what she said would be her 
last budget before leaving 
office. 

Mills decided not to run 
for re-election and won’t be in 
office when the next budget is 
presented. 

Court members unani- 
mously accepted both bud- 
gets. 

Callaham said after a rebid 
to award the Warfield Sewer 
project because the last bids 
were well above what had 
been allocated that the bids 



were going to Codell Con- 
struction and to USRC on the 
lines. 

A motion approving the 
award was made by District 5 
Magistrate Victor Slone and 
seconded by District 2 Magis- 
trate Gary Hunt, with all in 
favor. 

The court also approved a 
resolution to apply for addi- 
tional funds for an overrun on 
the sewer infrastructure proj- 
ect in the amount of $200,000 
and to authorize Callaham to 
execute the necessary docu- 
ments. 

The motion was made by 
Slone and seconded by Dis- 
trict 3 Magistrate Darrell 
Mills, with all in favor. 

Court members also 
approved a Homeland Secu- 
rity resolution that will allow 
the Martin County Sheriff’s 
Office to apply for a grant to 
provide equipment in his 
office. 

The motion approving the 
resolution was made by Hunt 
and seconded by Slone, with 
all in favor. 

Court members also 
approved the acceptance of 
minutes from previous court 
meetings and the financials, 
which included transfers, 
before adjourning.

Elementary were not prepared 
for their work. 

In the Paintsville Indepen- 
dent district, 63.3 percent of 
kindergarten students at 
Paintsville Elementary were 
prepared, according to the 
report. 

The percentage of unpre- 
pared kindergarten students in 
the Floyd County district was 
51.8, although 57.1 percent at 
Stumbo Elementary, 52.3 per- 
cent at May Valley, 77.5 per- 
cent at McDowell Elementary 
and 61.5 percent at Prestons- 
burg Elementary were pre- 
pared. 

The report shows that 88 
percent of kindergarten stu- 
dents at Allen Elementary, 
57.1 percent at Duff Elemen- 
tary and 73.8 percent at 
Osborne Elementary were not 
ready for their work. 

In the Martin County 
School District, 58.4 percent 
of students were unprepared, 
but 58.6 percent of Inez Ele- 
mentary kindergartners were 
prepared, according to the 
report. 



The statistics show that 
64.2 percent of students at 
Eden Elementary and 68.3 
percent at Warfield Elemen- 
tary were unprepared. 

Teachers administered the 
BRIGANCE K Screener to 
50,532 kindergarten students 
in all 173 school districts at 
the beginning of the 2013-14 
school year. The screener 
measures how well a child is 
prepared to succeed at the 
time the screener is adminis- 
tered. Students are asked their 
name and age, to recite the 
alphabet and count to 30, 
among other tasks. 

The common kindergarten 
screener, as outlined in 704 
KAR 5:070, provides teach- 
ers with key information early 
in the school year that they 
can use to guide instruction to 
meet the individual needs of 
all students. The screener is 
aligned with both Kentucky’s 
school readiness key defini- 
tion and Kentucky’s early 
childhood standards. 

As part of the kindergarten 
screener, parents were also 
asked to fill out a survey 
about what type of setting the 



child was in the year before 
starting kindergarten, along 
with several other things. The 
questionnaire did not distin- 
guish whether the program 
was a half-day or full-day 
program, or the duration a 
child spent in a particular set- 
ting. 

“From day one, these stu- 
dents may be at a disadvan- 
tage; they are behind, and 
some lack the foundational 
skills on which to build,” 
Gov. Steve Beshear said in 
announcing the results Thurs- 
day. “Too often, they don’t 
catch up with their peers. As a 
result, these students may 
face years of poor grades and 
negative school experiences 
that usually only end when 
they drop out or graduate 
from high school unprepared 
for college or career.” 

The kindergarten readi- 
ness screener data is available 
in the supplemental data sec- 
tion of the Kentucky Depart- 
ment of Education’s Open 
House Web site and will be 
added to the school report 
card in the fall.

ty, Webb and six officers at 
the detention center, claiming 
that Joey Griffith was “sub- 
jected to Defendants’ deliber- 
ate indifference to his medical 
needs and, as a consequence, 
died” on Jan. 28. 

Griffith, a diabetic, was 
incarcerated in the jail on Jan. 
19 and taken to Highlands 
Regional Medical Center on 
Jan. 23 for “reasons that at 
present are unknown,” 
according to the suit, filed 
June 20,2013. 

“Hospital records suggest, 
however, that Mr. Griffith 
may have been complaining 



of chest pains, shortness of 
breath, and/or nausea and/or 
vomiting, which are symp- 
toms of diabetic ketoacidosis, 
a potentially life-threatening 
complication of diabetes 
attributable to a lack of insu- 
lin,” the suit said. “Mr. 
Griffith’s discharge instruc- 
tions from the hospital direct- 
ed that he be given 25 units of 
Lantus once a day at bedtime, 
that he be given five units of 
Humulog three times a day 
before meals, and that he be 
brought back to the hospital in 
the event his symptoms or 
condition worsened.” 

Griffith’s condition deteri- 
orated following his treatment 



at the hospital from Jan. 24 to 
Jan. 28, the suit alleges, and 
the hospital’s “simple, direct, 
written discharge orders were 
not followed” at the jail, 
which resulted in his death. 

In their third-party com- 
plaint, Floyd County and the 
other plaintiffs, who have 
denied the allegations in the 
initial lawsuit, claim that Hess 
“exhibited a negligent, reck- 
less, wanton and careless dis- 
regard” for Griffith that 
“resulted in injuries” to him 
and “caused or substantially 
contributed” to his death. 

Editor's note: A lawsuit 
presents only the plaintiff’s 
cause for action.

Kelsie May, who will turn 
15 on Feb. 9, has already 
released a single, is working 
on her first album that should 
be ready for release in the 
spring and will debut her first 
professional video on Feb. 14. 

May’s father, Roy May, 
said he is excited about the 
video and that her career is 
just simply blossoming. 

“The video featured her 
song ‘Young Love’ and was 
shot at Blackman High School 
in Tennessee.

Federal grant 
awarded to KET 



FRANKFORT - Gov. 
Steve Beshear and U.S. Rep. 
Harold “Hal” Rogers last 
week announced a nearly 
$358,000 federal grant to 
upgrade four Kentucky Edu- 
cational Television transmit- 
ters in Southeastern and East- 
ern Kentucky with digital 
microwave communication 
systems. 

The funding will replace 
20 analog microwave commu- 
nication systems with digital 
systems to connect the KET 
Network Center to WKSO in 
Somerset, WKMR in More- 
head, WKHA in Hazard and 
WKPI in Pikeville. The digital 
equipment will enhance 
KET’s ability to serve its 
viewers in these rural areas of 
the state with better, more reli- 
able access to KET’s educa- 
tional programs and services. 



“We continue to receive 
funding and support for edu- 
cation and economic develop- 
ment tools that will help us 
transform this region of our 
state,” said Beshear. “These 
digital upgrades allow the four 
stations to strengthen commu- 
nications within their commu- 
nities and to increase access to 
critical educational program- 
ming.” 

“Upgrading our digital 
infrastructure is a vital part of 
our future, and this investment 
in Eastern Kentucky stations 
will help in ‘Shaping Our 
Appalachian Region,”’ said 
Rogers. “Together with the 
upcoming expansion of high- 
speed, high-capacity broad- 
band in our region, we can 
launch into the world market 
where digital access provides 
new opportunities for fami- 



lies, business, healthcare and 
education.” 

The federal funding is part 
of the Public Television Digi- 
tal Transition Grant program 
through USD A Rural Devel- 
opment. The USD A awarded 
grants totaling more than $2.5 
million to Kentucky, Alaska, 
Idaho, New Mexico, Puerto 
Rico and West Virginia. 

The Kentucky Authority 
for Educational Television, 
KET’s governing board, 
received the $357,700 grant to 
upgrade its affiliate stations. 

According to the USD A 
Rural Development, the over- 
all funding will assist “public 
television stations serving 
substantially rural communi- 
ties make the transition to 
digital broadcasts.”

His name is 
Edward Korman and he is 
a federal judge in New 
York state. He had a case 
before him involving a 
U.S. citizen - a Ph.D. stu- 
dent at McGill University 
in Montreal - who had his 
computer confiscated 
while returning to the 
States. The judge ruled, 
sweepingly, that, yes, the 
federal government had a 
right to confiscate laptops 
at the border without prob- 
able cause. 

In other words: You are 
traveling overseas , with 
your laptop, tablet or 
smartphone. As you re- 
enter the United States, a 
federal official, for any 
reason or none, can take it 
away from you and look 
through it, and there’s 
nothing you can do about 
it. 

Here’s what I have on 
my laptop. Years of email. 
Private conversations from 
close friends about person- 
al matters, some of them 
tragic, heart- wrenching, 
and life-changing, and sim- 
ilar messages from my 
husband. There are thou- 
sands of family photos, 
99.9 percent of which I 
would prefer to be private. 
There is medical informa- 
tion about me and my fam- 
ily. I have business plans 
that are the culmination of 
years of work and affect 
my family’s current and 
future livelihood. 

Something else is there 
as well - something more 
intimate. What’s on my 
laptop is a reflection of my 
mind - the unadorned evi- 
dence, good and bad, flat- 
tering and embarrassing, of 
my victories and pratfalls, 
my joys and losses, my 
most elated moments and 
deepest thoughts. It’s me. 

Either you live in a 
world in which this exten- 
sion of your very con- 
sciousness - and your con- 
stant access to it - is an 
inextricable part of your 
life, or you don’t. You 
either appreciate that a lap- 
top is a costly and delicate 
instrument you’d just as 
soon not be cavalierly 
tossed around by a TSA 
employee, or you do not. 
And you recoil at the 
thought of strangers paw- 
ing through that informa- 
tion on a whim, with trivial 
legal oversight, or you do 
not. 

The taking of a laptop 
today is a striking act of 
confiscation almost with- 
out an equivalent 25 years 
ago. Back then, it would 
have taken a team of FBI 
agents days if not weeks to 
so comprehensively vacu- 
um up a single American’s 
health, business, financial 
and personal information, 
not to mention that of so 
many of his or her friends , 
family members, and busi- 
ness associates. 

Today, Nosy McPatter- 
son, your local TSA staffer, 
or Roscoe the border agent 
who got up on the wrong 
side of the bed that morn- 
ing, can accomplish the 
same feat, and in an instant. 
They can paw through 
your photos and email dur- 
ing their lunch hour. And 
anyone present with a 
13-year-old’s understand- 
ing of computing can easi- 
ly and unnoticeably make a 
quick copy of it onto a 
device that slips easily into 
a pants pocket.

With his gift for storytell- 
ing and developing unique 
and interesting characters, 
Twain single-handedly put 
American literature on the 
map.

Judge Korman says it 
doesn’t happen very often, 
though there’s evidence he’s 
wrong. I don’t think it should 
happen at all. 

It was odd - there’s sur- 
prisingly little talk about the 
ruling online. (It came down 
on New Year’s Eve afternoon.) 
The more you read, the weird- 
er the rules are. The so-called 
“border exemption” extends

legal mind who’d considered 
the issue. I finally found 
someone who had. He came 
up with a simple encapsula- 
tion to prevent this sort of 
intrusion into our private lives 
for no reason. It went like this: 

The right of the people to 
be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers, and effects, 
against unreasonable searches 
and seizures , shall not be vio- 
lated, and no Warrants shall 
issue, but upon probable 
cause, supported by Oath or 
affirmation, and particularly 
describing the place to be 
searched, and the persons or 
things to be seized.
